. A nighhd day spent in the midst
of the intgent horpitality and in-
teresting fily of our friend, Dr. JOuN
H. FurRMAand a somewhat careful
inspection  his growing orop, are
among tho aburcsand privileges ex~
porienced s during the past week.
Dr. Furn is demonstrling, be-
yond doubjhe practicability of a
liberal empiment of fertilizers, and
the bevefita mproved sced and oulture
With the ubf theso, upon ordinary
pine land, tcotton and corn fields, in
detsil and ihe aggregate, vow pre-
sent a piotusuch as has been rarely
geén in l.llis:uutry.

The cottore saw—sixty sores in
all—of differt ages, in different fielda
and manuredith different quantities
and kinds ofettilicers—averaged, on
the 20th insfully four feet in height,
a considorablirtion of it five feet and
upwards and ne of it less than three
feet. The ph was finely limbed, in
many places thoughly inlocked in four
feet rows, andie fruitage unusually
prolifie.
The corn—avhich we saw probubly
fifty acres—ocant fail of an average
yield of twenty-e bushels per acre.
A noticeable ature of this erop was
that a cart-load grass could wot be
gathered from t) whole of it. The
oorn is cultivate on the level—the
seed being plant ina deep furrow,
(with the land W broken up) which
is gradually brout to a level by the
use of the ““sweef The cotton is also
cultivated with tl“aweep’”’—the usual
“drawing"” with t! hoo beiug entirely
abandoned, and ft implement used
only to destroy th grass immediately
on the line of thplant.
